Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale,  chartered  in  1869,  is  a  comprehensive, 
state-supported  institution  with  nationally  and  internationally  recognized  instructional,  research, 
and  service  programs.

In  the  1994  Carnegie's  classification  of  Higher 
Education,  SIUC  placed  in  the  category  of  Research  Universities  II.  This  category  includes 
institutions  that  "offer  a  full  range  of  baccalaureate  programs,  are  committed  to  graduate 
education  through  the  doctorate  degree,  and  give  high  priority  to  research"  (Chronicle  of  Higher 
Education,  April  6,  1994).  SIUC  is  the  only  Carnegie  Research  II  university  in  Illinois. 


Accreditation 

SIUC  is  fully  accredited  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Schools.  It  is  a 

member  of  all  major  associations  for  higher  education,  including  the  National  Association  of  ] 

State  University  and  Land-Grant  Colleges  and  the  Council  of  Graduate  Schools.  It  also  is  a 

member  of  the  Council  on  Governmental  Relations  and  the  Council  for  Advancement  and  n 

Support  of  Education,  and  is  represented  in  the  National  Council  of  University  Research 

Administrators  and  the  Society  of  Research  Administrators. 

Faculty

Consortium,  participating  in  a  state-wide  initiative  to  use  distance  learning  technology  to  offer  § 

The  University's  distance  learning  initiative  is  part  of  w 
a  broader  effort  to  enhance  instruction  through  multimedia  technology. 

Student  Diversity 

•Among  U.S.  institutions  of  higher  education,  SIUC  ranks  10th  in  numbers  of  international 
students  enrolled.  Besides  our  international  campus  at  Nakajo,  Japan,  we  have  over  70 
linkages  with  universities  and  other  education  agencies  in  40  countries  around  the  world. 
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•SIUC  ranks  sixth  among  predominantly  white  schools  in  the  nation  for  the  number  of 
African-American  students  who  earn  bachelor's  degrees  (Black  Issues  in  Higher  Education, 
May  1994,  1990-91  data).  It  also  ranks  22nd  among  all  U.S.  higher  education  institutions  in 
the  number  of  doctorates  granted  to  African-American  students  (National  Research  Council 
survey;  1989-93  data).  In  Fall  1994,  approximately  7  percent  of  SIUC  doctoral  degrees  went  to 
African  Americans. 

•The  percentage  of  women  students  attending  SIUC  has  increased  in  the  1990s  and  now 
stands  at  about  42  percent. 

•In  the  1950s,  SIUC  became  one  of  the  first  campuses  in  the  nation  to  become  physically 
accessible  to  individuals  with  disabilities.  Students  with  disabilities  make  up  approximately  3 
percent  of  the  total  enrollment. 

•SIUC  students  at  military  bases  across  the  U.S.  make  up  10  percent  of  the  total  enrollment. 


Research 

Sustained  funding  from  outside  agencies,  private  and  governmental,  allow  775  training  and 
service  projects  to  be  carried  out  at  Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale.  SIUC 
Researchers  have  access  to  the  Internet,  BITNET,  and  Advantis,  as  well  as  to  supercomputing 
facilities  at  six  U.S.  institutions  including  the  National  Center  for  Supercomputing  Applications 
(NCSA  net)  at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign.  The  Research  and  Development 
and  Administration  Office  administers  77  special  research  projects  in  its  Special  Research 
Program.  SIUC  received  over  41  million  dollars  in  federal,  state  and  private  foundation  grants 
for  fiscal  year  1994.  In  addition,  SlUC's  major  research  units  include  Center  for  Archaeological 
Investigations,  Material  Technology  Center,  Coal  Extraction  and  Utilization  Center, 
Communications  Disorders  and  Sciences,  Cooperative  Fisheries  Research  Library  and 
Cooperative  Wildlife  Research  Laboratory.

Full-time  Faculty  includes  members  of  the  Instruction/Research  staff  who  are  employed  full 
time  and  whose  major  regular  assignment  (greater  than  50%)  is  instruction,  including  those  with 
released  time  for  research.  This  definition  is  adhered  to  when  faculty  data  is  reported  to  the 
Integrated  Postsecondary  Education  Data  System  (IPEDS).  (Source:  National  Center  for 
Education  Statistics).  Full  time  is  defined  as  a  100  percent  appointment. 

Part-time  Faculty  includes  faculty  with  less  than  a  1 00  percent  appointment  at  the  University.

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STUDENT  CHARACTERISTICS  AND  ENROLLMENT 

Highlights 


The  total  student  enrollment  for  Fall  1994  was  23,162.  Since  Fall  1985,  enrollment 
peaked  at  24,596  in  Fall  1989  and  declined  with  a  low  in  Fall  1985  of  22,672 
students. 


In  addition  to  SIUC,  total  student  enrollment  for  Fall  1994  in  the  other  Illinois  public 
universities  experienced  a  decline.  Chicago  State,  Governors  State,  and  Western 
Illinois  University  were  the  only  Illinois  publics  showing  an  increase  in  student 
enrollment  when  compared  to  Fall  1993. 


First-time  freshmen  enrolling  Fall  1994  increased  4%  when  compared  with  Fall  1993; 
and  transfer  students  enrolling  Fall  1994  increased  7%. 


In  Fall  1994,  about  74%  of  the  total  student  population  were  White,  11%  African 
American,  9%  international  students,  2%  Hispanic,  2%  Asian,  0.4%  American 
Indian,  and  2%  Unknown. 


Fifty-eight  percent  of  the  total  student  population  were  Men  and  42  percent  were 
Women  in  Fall  1994. 


The  average  age  of  the  Undergraduate  student  has  increased  from  23  to  24  years 
since  Fall  1989;  and  the  average  age  of  the  Graduate  student  has  remained  at  31 
years. 


When  comparing  age  of  Full-time  Undergraduate  students  with  age  of  Part-time 
Undergraduate  students  for  Fall  1994,  age  of  the  largest  percentage  of  students 
shifts  from  a  range  of  20-21  to  22-24  respectively. 


When  comparing  age  of  Full-time  Graduate  students  with  age  of  Part-time  Graduate 
students  for  Fall  1994,  age  of  the  largest  percentage  of  students  is  25-29  for  both 
groups  with  a  second  large  percentage  of  Part-time  students  falling  in  an  age  range 
of  40-49. 


The  primary  Illinois  feeder  counties  for  First-time  freshmen  since  Fall  1990  are  Cook, 
DuPage,  Jackson,  Lake,  St.  Clair,  Sangamon. 


About  75%  (17,309)  of  the  total  student  population  are  Illinois  residents  based  upon 
county  of  origin.  About  one-third  (5,634)  of  the  Illinois  resident  students  come  from 
the  Chicago  area.

Highlights 


Including  School  of  Medicine,  81%  or  1,157  of  the  faculty  in  Fall  1994  are  full  time 
and  19%  or  277  are  part  time.  This  part-time  count  reflects  the  highest  count  in  the 
past  10  years.  The  U.S.  Education  Department  recently  reported  that  87%  of  faculty 
at  public  research  universities  nationwide  are  employed  full  time  (The  Chronicle  of 
Higher  Education,  November  23,  1994). 


SlUC's  full-time  faculty  are  represented  by  26%  women  and  74%  men,  a  slight 
increase  in  women  faculty  when  compared  with  Fall  1993.  A  noted  increase  in 
Associate  Professors  balanced  a  noted  decrease  in  Assistant  Professors  when 
comparing  Fall  1994  with  1993.  Full-time  Lecturers  decreased  noticeably. 


Not  including  School  of  Medicine,  the  headcount  of  full-time  faculty  decreased 
although  the  percentage  of  tenured  and  tenure  track  remained  about  the  same, 
when  compared  with  Fall  1993,  with  over  61%  tenured  and  21%  tenure-track.

In  Fall  1994  the  average  faculty  salary  across  five  ranks  slightly  decreased  and  was 
reported  to  the  AAUP  at  $41,580.  Men  earned  about  18%  more  than  women; 
however,  when  rank  was  considered,  men  and  women's  average  salaries  were 
somewhat  more  comparable  in  the  Professor,  Associate,  and  Assistant  ranks. 

About  half  (845)  of  SlUC's  graduate  assistants  perform  teaching  duties  with  the 
other  half  (946)  performing  research  and  administrative  duties.

Highlights 


In  Fall  1994,  about  81%  of  the  institution's  students  were  enrolled  in  an 
undergraduate  degree  program,  16%  in  a  graduate  degree  program,  and  about  3% 
in  a  professional  degree  program. 


The  greatest  number  of  Bachelor's  degrees  conferred  between  July  1,  1993  and 
June  30,  1994  were  awarded  in  Workforce  Education  and  Development,  Industrial 
Technology,  Aviation  Management,  Advanced  Technical  Studies,  Health  Care 
Management,  and  Administration  of  Justice.  The  greatest  number  of  Graduate 
degrees  were  awarded  in  Curriculum  and  Instruction,  Business  and  Administration, 
Workforce  Education  and  Development,  Social  Work  and  Higher  Education. 


Degrees  awarded  to  women  accounted  for  39%  of  the  total  degrees  awarded  during 
FY94.  Master's  degrees  awarded  were  balanced  between  men  and  women. 


About  87%  of  the  total  credit  hours  generated  in  FY95  were  on  campus,  12%  cost 
recovery  programs,  0.9%  grant  and  contract  programs,  and  0.5%  off  campus. 


Forty-four  percent  of  first-time  freshmen  who  entered  SIUC  in  Fall  1988  or  Summer 
1988  and  seeking  a  baccalaureate  degree  graduated  within  6  years  or  by  Summer 
1994.  The  bulk  of  the  graduates  graduated  within  4  or  5  years.  According  to  the 
same  definitions  as  first-time  freshmen,  67%  of  transfer  students  graduated  .

Southern  Illinois  University  at  Carbondale  students  experienced  a  tuition  and  fees 
increase  of  4.5%  in  academic  year  1994-95.  Tuition  is  assessed  at  $1,854  for  a  full- 
time,  resident  undergraduate  student,  and  fees  are  assessed  at  $864.  SIUC 
students  also  experienced  a  2.8%  increase  in  their  on-campus  room  and  board 
charges  equaling  $3,270  for  an  academic  year. 

II 

The  American  Association  of  State  Colleges  and  Universities  (AASCU)  conducted  ,  _ 

their  annual  survey  of  student  charges  at  public,  four-year  institutions.  The  results 

showed  a  6.1%  increase  in  resident  undergraduate  tuition  and  fees,  when 

comparing  FY93  with  FY94,  and  an  average  cost  of  $2,590  in  Fall  1994.  The 

average  undergraduate  resident  tuition  and  fees  charges  for  Illinois  public,  four-year 

institutions  was  $2,725  with  a  5.1%  change  from  1993. 

r 

The  total  amount  of  financial  aid  dollars  increased  17.6%  since  FY92.  State, 
federal,  and  institutional  funds  accounted  for  $1 15.3  million  in  FY94.  As  the  count  of 
undergraduate  financial  aid  recipients  declined  about  4%  since  FY92,  the  count  of 
graduate  recipients  increased  about  4%. 


Although  Federal  student  financial  aid  dollars  decreased  by  7.7%  since  FY92,  State 
supported  student  financial  aid  dollars  increased  noticeably  by  50.6%.

Highlights 


Total  Educational  and  General  Expenditures  at  SIUC  have  steadily  risen  since  FY90 
with  a  very  slight  decline  from  FY91  to  FY92.  Educational  and  General 
Expenditures  totaled  $290.2  million  for  FY94. 


•     SlUC's  State  Appropriations  accounted  for  $180.4  million  for  FY95,  a  2%  increase 
from  FY94.  General  Revenue  accounted  for  $1 12.7  million  (62.5%)  and  about  half 
of  this  ($56.2  million  or  31.2%)  for  Income  Fund  resources. 


•     Between  FY86  and  FY95,  General  Revenue  funds  have  fluctuated  with  a  low  of 
$101.5  million  in  FY86  and  a  high  of  $115.9  million  in  FY92. 


According  to  Illinois  State  University's  Center  for  Higher  Education  report  released  in 
Fall  1994,  forty  states  reported  growth,  including  Illinois,  in  their  State  Appropriations 
for  higher  education  since  FY93. 


External  Grants  and  Contracts  for  FY94  and  identified  for  Research  account  for  one 
third  of  the  total  dollars  awarded,  and  two  thirds  for  Training,  Service,  Financial  Aid, 
and  other  types  of  projects. 


Although  the  total  dollar  amount  awarded  for  External  Grants  and  Contracts 
decreased  slightly  from  FY93  to  FY94,  the  number  of  awards  increased 
considerably.

COMPUTING  RESOURCES 

The  University's  approach  to  computing  in  a  heterogeneous  environment  is  moving 
from  mainframe-centric  computing  to  network-centric  computing. 

SlUC's  network  infrastructure  is  rapidly  expanding  to  meet  extensive  information 
resource  requirements  for  instruction  and  research.  Network-based  information  resources 
are  being  provided  to  desktops  by  Unix-based  RISC  servers,  and  to  three  public  learning 
centers  with  instructional  laboratories  equipped  with  a  variety  of  microcomputers  linked  to 
SlUC's  mainframe,  printers,  and  software.  The  computing  learning  centers  are  accessible 
to  faculty,  staff,  and  students  and  are  located  in  Faner  1 025,  Communications  B9,  and 
Rehn21. 

NETWORKING 

SlUnet,  SlUC's  network,  with  over  5,000  interactive  devices,  connects  school  and 
department  networks,  provides  access  to  on  and  off  campus  computing  resources  as  well 
as  to  regional  and  international  resources  through  the  following: 

-  netlLLINOIS/CICNET/NSFNET  (netlLLINOIS:  an  organization  within  the 
State  of  Illinois  to  provide  access  to  institutions  within  the  State;  CICNET: 
Committee  on  Institutional  Coordination;  NSFNET:  National  Science 
Foundation);  netlLLINOIS/CICNET  provides  access  to  INTERNET,  the  worldwide 
collection  of  interoperable  computer  networks-public  and  private; 

-  BITNET  (an  international  network  linking  more  than  350  educational  and 
research  organizations); 

-  State  of  Illinois  Network; 

-  Advantis  (a  commercial  value  added  network). 

INFORMATION  SYSTEMS 

A  Campus  Wide  Information  System  network-based  Unix  server  (CWIS)  provides 
specific  information  about  services  and  resources  available  at  SIUC.  CWIS  also  links 
research  faculty  and  students  to  library  resources,  local,  regional,  and  international 
information  sources,  specialized  network-based  servers  such  as  electronic  mail,  access  to 
Unix  computational  resources,  and  various  statistical  libraries.  Data  storage  systems  are 
also  provided.  These  resources  are  available  from  local  area  networks  and  through  dial-up 
facilities.
